of the Union. Sueh a course, how-
ever, would involve some extremely
delieate constitutional and internation-
el questions. A treaty exists between
Franee and England in which they
inintly confess not to tuke posession of
the islands. The United States when
approached on the sul ject refused to
join in the treaty, but sureed to recog-
nize the independence of Hawaii. It
i= possible, indeed probable. that Queen
Liliuokalani will appeal to France and
England under the treaty for protee-
tion, and it is a noteworthy faet that
the British minister nt Honolulu refus-
el to recognize the government set up
Ly the revelutionists,

Huwaii's revolution may  prove o
more serions aflivir to the United States
than has been expected,  Lilinokalani
insists that she vielded not to the revo-
lutionists in Hanolulu, but to the supe-
rior foree of the United States, and she
charges that the American Minister,
John L. Stevens, “‘caused United States
troops to be landed at Honolulu and de-
clared he would support the said gov-
ernment.”

These charges were made by the
(Jneen in o proclamation, which she is-
sued after nhdicating the throne, and she
says she now awaits her reinstatement
in power by the government of the
United States.

Foree is given to the Queen's protest
by the haste with which United States
Minister Stevens “recognized” the pro-
visional government which the revolu-
tionists had established, and the resent-
ment of the Queen is probably due to
the formal notice of recognition which
the Minister issued.

Several thousand people occu-
pied Lofayette square facing the Blaine
residence and the doors and windows of
the houses adjoining were thronged
swith spectators. The double line of
carriages—150 or more in number—ex-
tended far nlong Pennsylvania avenue.
A few minutes after 11 o’'clock Rev. Dr.
Hamlin, of the Church of the Covenant,
standing beside the casket delivered the
Preshyteriun prayer for the departed
soul. Ashe did so Mr. Walter Dam-
rosch touched the keys of the piano to
& slow dirge. Dr. Hamlin returned
thauks to God that by His power
this life was ended only that the
life of immortality might be beguun.
This completed the brief and impres-
sive services and the ensker was closed
and borne to the hearse. The pall-
bearers deposited their sacred burden
in the hearse and the cortege then
sturted for the church where a cordon
of rope excluded all not specially in-
vited. The decorations of the church
were very rich with masses of plants
and cut flowers, The relatives and
pall-bearers oceupied the first eight
rows of seatsin the main aisle. Behind
them were seated the DPresident, Viee
President, eabinet  officers, Speaker
Srisp and members of the Supreme
Court, with their families. Intermixed
with them were Baron Fava, Sir Julian
Pauncefote, 'rince Concatuzene; rep-
resentatives of the French, German
and Spanish Legations, and nearly all
the ministers from South and Central
America, as well as many senators aud
representatives in  addition to those
present at thehouse, As the proces-
sion moved up the aisle Mr, Walter
Damrosch, Mr. Blaine’s son-in-law,
played an improvisation made up of
several themes of hymns which Mr.
Blaine loved more than all other musi-
cal motives, Rev, Dr. Hamlin walked
at the head of the mourners. The
body bearers moved toward the chan-
cel rail where they deposited the casket
amid a profusion of flowers. The fam-
ily followed the body and took the
front seat on the left near the remaivs.

The honorary pall bearers were Sen-
a‘ors Hale, F'ry and Morgan, Represen-
tatives Reed, Boutelle, Hitt and Bing-
ham, Gen. Thos. Ewing, Mr. Jos, Man-
ley, Mr. John Hay, Mr. A. F. Jenks and
Mr. P. V. P, Ely.

At the close of the services the fune-
ral procession once more formed and
the bedy -was conveyed to Oak Hill
Cemetery and there Iaid to rest.

Fatan BorLer EXPLOSION.—A terri-
ble accident, by which three children of
Mr. S. H. Lonas, a farmer, merchant
and well known citizen of Shenandoah
county, lost their lives, oeceurred near
Orkney Springs on Saturday. Lonas
owns a saw and feed mill on the Ork-
ney grade, and while his two sons were
grinding feed the boiler exploded, in-
stantly killing both sons and one daugh-
ter, who had gone to the mill to have a
pencil sharpened.

The bodies were horribly mangled,

the girl’s head being literally torn from
her shonlders and one boy being cut in
two.
The force of the explosion blew the
mill to atoms aud threw pieces of tim-
ber and iron hundreds of yards, Low
water in the boiler was the ecause of the
explosion. A man, whose name could
not be learned, had his leg broken by
his horses running away, they being
frichtened by the noise.
The elder hoy was 22,
and the girl 7 years old.
Mr. Lonas was near the sawmill ot
the time and was stunned by the shock.
Hundreds of people visited the scene of
the tragedy yesterday.
